I measured the bluff at tbe lake (in 
Wallingford) where the tornado was 
formed, and found it to be about thirty- 
eve feet in height. The cone rose up on 
this, and the damage it indicted shows 
it to have been from four hundred to 
four hundred and fifty feet wide. It was 
not powerful enough to uproot trees out- 
sida of this. It crossed the railroad 
track nearly at right angles, and about 
six hundred feet wide. At Colony- 
street it was seven hundred, or seven 
hundred and fifty feet in width— that is, 



California has quite a number of dis- 
tinct and separate climates. The sea 
coast that has a northwestern expoeure 
haa a climate of IU own. and it is eool, 
with vigorous winds. Hut every curve 
or inlet that breaks the prevailing winds 
produces a special climate, and there 
differ from each other according to the 
degreeaof protection ntibrued. 

The Coast Kange mountains break the 
prevailing winds and produce another 
aeries of special climates. Some of these 
are purely tropical and others within a 
few miles have distinctly marked seasons. 

The same may 1m- said of places pro- 
tected from the north winds by the 
Hlerrn Ncvsda Mountains. And them 
are places in the Sierras within te., miles 
of each other where the climates are en- 
tirely .lillerent. 

In some of these fruit and vegetables 
can be mined, wl.ile within ten miiestl.e 
effort to produce these results fails. 
Even in thoSBcramento anil San Joaquin 
valleys where there is quite ■ uniform- 
ity in climate, noticeable di (Terences are 
produced by trees, and other methods 
of tlefense against the prevailing winds. 
Kaatern readers will see from these facts 
that a general description of the clinmlo 
of Californin is an impossibility. There, 
are at least five hundred special climates 
in the State more or leas distinct, and 
each has its own special merits. 

Nevertheless there lire general char- 
acteristics common to the whole State. 
For example, it may lie said that severe 
winters are unknown except in altitudes 
above five thousand feet. Even where 
heavy suowfa'.ls occur the cold is not as 
intense as in Ohio and Kentucky. On 
the other hand great heat, such as is 
often felt in Ohio and as far north as 
Canada, is unknown even in the great
